The British Cabinet. 


The debate on the Cabinet's secretariat 
in the House of Commons yesterday re- 
vealed a curious condition of affairs. The

The ‘war wrought an enormous change 
in Cabinet procedure. According to the 
figures which were supplied to the House 
of Commons yesterday, Mr. Lloyd George 
secretariat of no fewer 
than 114 officials, whose cost to the 
nation amounts to some £32,000 a year. 
A verbatim note is taken of all Cabinet 
meetings—an innovation which, in Mr. 
Asquith’s words; is enough to make 
Gladstone and Disraeli in . their 
graves, All Cabinet decisions are recorded, 
indexed, filed, and the rest of it; and 
instructions are conveyed to departm I 
heads not by the Ministers who give em, 
but by one of the “gentlemen oí the 
secretariat.’ When Mr. Lloyd George 
goes abroad to confer with M. Poincaré 
or attends an internationa] conference he 
is accompanied. by.a swarm of these young 
men. As Sir Doanld Maclean said during 
the debate, the activities of the secretariat 
tend more and more to fsolate the Prime 
Minister from the rest of the Cabinet and 
from Parliament; in fact, they tend to 
give him a status which approximates to 
that of the American President. By virtue 
of their knowledge of Cabinet affairs the 
members of the secretariat become very 
important persons, who are bound to have 
a certain amount of influence in matters 
of national policy. 

While the war was in progress a Cabinet 
secretariat. may. have been necessary ; 
but there is a possibility that it’ may 
become a fixture. That would be a serious 
mistake. We are not averse from 
progressive change in constitutional 
affairs; but nothing that is likely to 
interfere with the doctrine of collective.

Retrenched Officers. 


Wholesale reductions in’ the British 
Navy and Army have created a formid- 
able problem ‘of unemployment. It is 
estimated that 1,800 officers will be 
retired .from the Navy, 3,000 from 
the Army and 2,000 from’ the Indian 
Army. The Appointments’ Department 
of the Ministry of Labour will under- 
take the duty of helping them to 
find their feet in civil life; but, alas! the 
names of many of these 7,000 officers will 
be added to a list which contains already 
some 5,000 names of unemployed officers 
and men. They will fall, roughly, into 
three groups—men under thirty who have 
passed through the training colleges; 
older men who have ‘won commissions 
from the ranks, and senior officers. 
Officers who are retired compulsorily 
will have a gratuity, and the Department 
‘will try to help them in two ways. It 
will bring them into touch with a com- 
mittee of business men in London, and 
it will advise them concerning the, profit- 
able investment of their gratuities.- It is 
to be feared that, at the best, many of 
these men will have a difficult task 
in competing with the younger output of 
the public schools and universities. The 
outlook for the large number oí officers 
who are left unemployed, and in need of 
employment, by the disbandment of our 
Irish regiments is not encouraging at the 
present moment. It will be a real mis- 
fortune sf these gallant Irishmen are 
forced to seek their fortunes in other lands 
at a time when their country needs the 
loyal service of all her sons. 


Austrian Finance. 


Austria's finance has. collapsed... Last 
Saturday the £ sterling was worth 70,000 
kronen in Vienna; on Monday it was 
worth 92,000 kronen, and. last night the 
rate of exchange reached 100,000. In this 
state of .inflation the krone has lost 
almost all purchasing power, and the posi- 
tion in Austrian financial circles is so 
desperate that the Bourse has been closed 
until further orders. Various financial 
expedients in the shape of foreign credits 
have been advanced by the Entente 
Powers to stave off the crash. Great 
Britain's interim loan, which was made 
m February, amounted. to £2,500,000. 
Czecho-Slovakia has promised an advance 
| of 500,000,000 Czech crowns; and loans 
have been promised by Italy and France 
to the extent of 70,000,000 lire and 
55,000,000 francs yeopec tively. Foreign 
credits, however, can be nothing more 
than an expedient. So long as Austria re- 
mains in the economic isolation to which 
the Treaty of St. Germains reduced her 
she must sink more deeply into a hopeless 
condition. Unless the Antente is careful, 
economic and political fusion between 
Austria. and Germany will become in- 
evitable. 


Shakespeare. 


The average inhabitant of these islands 
hears very little about Shakespeare after 
his school or ‘university days; and no 
strious effort has been made to give 
the plays of Shakespeare their proper 
place in dramatic production. The 
attempt of the London Shakespeare 
League to urge the popular adoption of 
certain constructive proposals, therefore, 
is very welcome. One of them is that 
the compilation of an “authorised 
version of the Shakespearean text shall 
be undertaken at the direction of the 
Crown, just as the Authorised Version of 
the Bible was compiled under the 
authority of James I. Furthermore, it is 
suggested that such a “ standardised” 
edition shall be published in a single 
volume in clear type and with modern 
spelling. It is high time that a standard 
edition of Shakespeare should be pre- 
pared. Much of his popularity in Ger- 
many is due to the fact that, while the 
spirit of the original is preserved, the 
text is purged of corruptions and 
anachronisms., 


MILLS SEIZED. 


OBJECTION TO SALE OF 
PLANT. 

The Greenmount Linen Weaving Mills, 
Harold’s Cross. Dublin, which provided work 
for 600 employés, were seized on Monday by the 
workere to prevent the auction of the 
machinery, plant, and other assets of the firm. 
Tho firm is in liquidation, and the sale of the 
assets i: necessary to meet the firm’s liabilities. 

Most of the workers live in the vicinity of the 
mils, and about 300 persons gathered outside 
the entrance on Monday morning to enforce 

» bar which they had placed on the sale. 
Prospective purchasers were warned that they 
mast take the consequences: if they attempted 
“to cause the destruction of a long established 
Dublin industry.’ Tt was learned that the 

watchman had. leen made a prisoner. 

In consequence of the attitude adopted by 
the workers, Messrs. Dockrell, the auctioneers, 
announced that the sale was postponed. The 
Minister of Home Affairs, it was stated, had 
been approached on the matter, and had 
advised the abendonment of the auctidén, for 
the time being, at all events. 

‘Lhe principal shareholders in the under- 
taking are Belfast business men. The 
body of the ewplorés say that the dispersal 
by auction of machinery will result in the un- 
employment and impoverishment of 600 people. 
They ceclare that “those who dismantle this 
factory evict the workers from their dwelling, 
and will earn the hatred ‘of all: those who 
engage in the auction will become the enemies 
of all workers, and are traitors to their 
country .”’ 

It ‘was stated on Monday that efforts were 
being made to bring about a settlement which 
would lead to the mills being continued in 
operat ‘on.

LORD EDWARD'S DEATH: 
TOM MOORE'S DESCRIPTION. 


When Thomas Moore was at Trinity College 
he one day. saw Lord Edward FitzGerald. He 
say's :—- 

“With Lord Bdward L could hare nó opner- 
tunity of forming any acquaintance, but 
remember (as if. it had been but yesterday) 
having once seen him, in the year -3997, m 
Grafton street—when, on being told who he was, 
as he pagsed, I ran anxiously after him, 
desirous of another look at one whose name had, 
from my school-days, been associated in my 
mind with all that was noble, patriotic, ana 
chivalrous. Though 1 saw him but this once, 
hie peculiar dress, the elastic lightness of his 
step, his fresh, healthful complexion, and the 
soft expression given to his ¢yes by their long 
dark cyelashes, are as present and familiar to 
my memory as if f I had intimately known him. 
Little did I think then that, at an interval] ot 
four-and-thirty years from thence—an interval 
equal to the whole span of his life at that 
period—I should not only find myself the 
historian of his mournful fate, but (what to 
many will appear maiter rather of shame than 
of boast) with feelings so little altered, either 
as to himself or his cause.” 

Mr. Stone was an officer in the Derry Militia, 
and was removed on the 2nd of June. In his 

jace a keener from a madhouse was put with 
Lord Edward, who was then in the greatest 
danger. On the 3rd of June a fellow-prisoner 
wrote to Lord Henry FitzGerald that Lord 
Edward was dying, that he was delirious in the 
night, and thai seeing his brother or any friena 
would be better than fifty surgeons. That night, 
seeing that Lord Edward could not, live many 
hours, at last those in authority relented, and 
Lord Henry and his aunt, Lady Louisa Conolly, 
were allowed to take a last look at him.

The day after Lady Louisa wrote to Mr. 
Ogilvie (Lord Edward’s stepfather, who loved 
bim and was loved by him as if they were 
father and son): “ At two «o'clock this morning 
our beloved Edward was at peace. . . In the 
course of the day (June 3) 1. . . got leave to 
go, with my poor dear Henry, to see him... 1 
first approached his bed: he looked at me, «new 
me, kissed me, and said (what will never de- 
part from my ears), “It is heaven to me to see 
you!’ and, shortly after, turning to the other 
side of his bed. he said, ‘I can't see you.’ 1 
went round, and he soon after kissed my hand, 
and smiled at me, which I shall never forget, 
though 1 saw death in his dear face at the time. 
] then told him that Henry was come. He said 
nothing that marked surprise at his being in 
Ireland. but expressed joy at hearing it, and 
said, ‘ Where is he, dear fellow?’

NOTHING TO DO WITH POLICY. 


The question had been raised as to who was 
answerable in the matter of reparations: He 
reminded the House that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was primarily responsible for that 
department. 
of foreign policy under-present econd>tions.. Ther 
were sO many questions to discuss with foreign 
countries which were really not Foreign Office 
questions. Reparations. was a question. .of 
finance, whieclr could not be conductert!in the 
Foreign Office, but eould only be conducted by 
the Treastirfy, with financial experts at its coMm- 
mand. At Genoa very few purely Foreign 
Office questions were discussed, and Ministers 
had their own departmental experts to advise 
them. The secretariat had nothing to do with 
policy A good deal of the prejudice felt 
against the secretariat was due to the fact that 
members objected not to what they were as a 
matter of fact doing, but because members ab- 
jected to something which they were” afraid 
were doing. ‘They_were. not interfering 
with the departments; they were quite loyally 
sud fairly performing their duties within the 
lonits lad down for them. 

Some members made very severe remarks 
about amateurs who interfered in foreign 
policy. What was an amateur? Every Minister 
was an amateur at the head of a department 
run by experts. Some countries had experts at 

« head of departments. He asked members 
hed read books en the war to contrast 
iheir performances. In Germany they had a 
system of experts at the head of departments. 
They came into confliet with departments 
headed by despised and ignorant amateurs ad- 
vised by- experts. The complaint of every book 
that he had read on the German side was that 
their eystem broke down when it came into con- 
fiet with ours. A good deal of nonsense was 
talked about amateurs. When did a wian cease 
to be an amateur? He had for seventeen years 
made it business to read Foreign Office 
despatches and take part in Foreign Office de- 
bates. He did not say thal that made him an 
expert, buí, he asked when did a inan cease to 
be an amateur? 

He had met on the Continent Foreign Minis 
k some of whom had fairly long experience 
and many,of whom had no exporieuce.. li was 
not a question of whether a man Was atr*rx- 
pert or an amateur, It was a question of ex- 
perience of aflaira, experience of wen and the 
world, and whether onem-had the capacity: to 
make the best use of that experience. If one 
had that capacity it did not require 17 years 
io make one an expert aided by the adviee of 
ihe best experts in the world. Lord Eustace 
yearned for the good old dignified ways, 
dignified channels, along which they sailed 
go easily to the cataract of 1914. He was re- 
nov to this country, but to the methods 
world. If the old method were good, 
why set up the League of Nations 7. The League 
was set up because the world wanted a change 
from the old methods. He was not commenting 
on any parijcular Minister; he was simply con- 
irasting the systems. The world wanted diffe- 
rent methods—--

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BETTING ACCOUNTS. 
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DECISION IN REPUBLICAN 
COURT. 

In the Supreme Court of Dail Fireann, South 
William Dublin, yesterlay, Mr. Creed 
Meredith presiding, delivered judgment in an 
appeal by Thomas Wall, Barrow street, against 
» <déecisién in favour of Joseph Cunningham, 
commission agent, Ringsend, in regard to bet- 
ting transactions. The appeal was allowed, and 
the case against Wall was dismissed. 

It was an appeal from a decision of the Dis- 
trict Court at a Ciccuit sitting, under which 
the plaintiff, a bookmaker, recovered the sum 
of £220, tovether with £20. costs. from the de- 

‘endant.: The sum of £220 was fixed us the 

recise sum alleged to be due by reference Lo 
an affidavit of winnings and losings on a series 
ef betting tratsactions. At one stage the de- 
fendant was £282 to the aud this sum 
the plaintiff paid in four cheques.. Then in 
subsequent transactions the defendant lost 
£450 aud won £230, leaving a balance of £220 
due by the defendant to the plaintiff. - That 
was a debt of bonour, but under che Gaming 

Acts it was not enforceable by process of law. 

Havine dealt with the facts, Judge Creed 

Meredith said that the tendency of these Courts 
had been, avd would continue to be, to mter- 
pret and accept statutes at their plain face 
value: and so interpreting the Gaming Acts it 
was clear to him that so long as the obligation 
was only one to discharge a gambling debt, the 
coutract under which it was sought to impose 
the obligation was void. Once the obligation 
on one side was to pay betting losses the con- 
sideration on the other side was inval'dated. 
(on the fiat of this case there never was at any 
time, or for any consideration, a promise to 
pay anything but the betting losses. The plain- 
tiff went into the betting account. A balance 
of £220 was proved. Then the report said— 
“He asked for a month to pay, and said he 
would settle with me at the end of the month.’’ 
Pay what? Settle what? if the defendant 
could have shown that he owed nothing on the 
bettifig tranSactions then as the old obligation 
vanished the alleged new obligation would 
bave vanished with it. That was the test. If 
there were a new conskleration of its perform- 
ance then the indebsadness should be indepen- 
dient of the state of the betting account. But 
it was clear on the report that if the betting 
account had heen shown io be in fact 
“ square,” the action would have been disinissed 
at once. ‘lo hus mind the actaon was also un- 
sustainable on other grounds. Supposing the 
now consideration from such a contract could 
sinprove matters, what was the alleged new 
consideration? A promise to refrain for a 
raonth from carrying out a threat to brine an 
action which the legislature had, in further- 
ance Of a manifest policy, made fAnsustainahle. 
He could not see why such a threat should in a 
court of law wed to effect what the 
threatened action itself is not to be allowed to 
effect...A threatened abuse of the process of 
the law should hot be allowed to defeat the 
plain provisions ‘of the law. There was a 
further ground on which the claim must be 
dismissed. There were no elements of a new 
contract. Accordingly the appeal must be” al- 
corer and the plaintiff's claim dismissed with 
costs.

Tbe Home Secretary indignantly repudiated 
the suggestion that he was actuated by undue 
pressure from a highly-placed source. He had 
no knowledge whatever of True s antecedébts.

INSANE CRIMLINAIS,

INQUIRY RESUMED. 


The Railway Commission appointed by the 
Northern Government resumed its sitting yester- 
day at Belfast, when the evidence of severe) 
railway managers was taken. 

Mr. James Cowie, of the Midland (N.C.C,) 
Railway, said that the system consisted of 201 
miles of board gauge lines and 63 miles of 
narrow gauge lines. Jt joined the Great 
Northern Railway at Cookstown and Antrim. 
The rolling stock comprised 86 engines, 224 pas- 
senger coaches, 152 other coaching vehicles, and 
2,621 trucks. These figures did not include the 
rolling stock used on tle Londonderry and Stra- 
bane section. Carriages and wagons were built 
by the company at Belfast, and engines were 
repaired. It would not pay the railway com- 
panies in the North of Ireland to build their 
own engines, 

The witness next gave particulars about the 
capital of the railway and working costs and 
the receipts. He tendered a comparison of the 
estimated receipts and expenditure for the year 
1922, based upon the latest information, show- 
ing a deficiency of £84,063, as against a surplus 
of £2,685 in 1913. In the latter year the expendi- 
ture was equal to, 66.0 per cent. of the gross 
railway receipts, but in the year 1921 this ratio 
had increased to 101.3 per cent. For the current 
year the working expenses would be equal to 
91.8 per cent of the receipts. 

In 1915 galaries and wa 
£150,304, and in 1921 the total was £491,102, an 
increase of 227 per cent. Upon the present scale 
the annual cost of salaries was £430,600, an in- 
crease over 1913 of £280,296, or 186 per cent, 
rhe average increase in the cost of materials in 
1921 over 1915 was 240 per cent., and at exist- 
ng prices the increase over the latter year was 
105 per cent, For the current year, he esti- 
mated that the revenue would show an increase 
of 79 per cent. on the 1915 figures, while the ex- 
penditure would show an increase of 149 per 
cent. 

There is a general demand from the trading 
hae ar th for reduced rates, and it is apparent 
that, if the railways are to recover the traffic 
which has been already diverted, substantial 
reductions must be made. This cannot be done 
while renwey working expenses remain at their 
present level.

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PRINTERS’ WAGES. 


EMPLOYERS’ NOTICES POSTED. 


Mr. A. E. Goodwin, Secretary of the Master 
Printers’ Federation, states that a meeting of 
the Joint Labour Committee of the Federation 
of Master Printers and the Newspaper Society 
was held yesterday to review tlie position, and 
it was reported to them that notices intimating 
that a reduction in wages would take place in 
the week ending July 1 were posted by mem- 
bers of the employers’ organisations throughout 
the country on Monday last. 

Mr. Goodwin adds—The employers intimated 
to the trade unions in February last that the 
interests of the industry and thé admitted re. 
duction in the cost of living necessitated a re- 
vision of the wages payable in the printing in- 
dystry. A large number of conferences were 
held, and it was not until the middle of May 
‘that the proposals were submitied to a ballot 
of the members of the unions. Throughout 
these series of conferences representatives of 
seven of the unions recognised the facts of the 
situation, and advised their members to accept 
a reduction of 15s. per week, with an under- 
taking that no further reductions would take 
place before December 31, 1993. Other unions, 
however, declined to make any recommendation 
or to submit’ any counter-proposals, and the 
proposals were rejected. The employers had 
been obliged to take this action of posti 
notices for the revision of wages in order tha 
unemployment in the printing industry might 

lessened, as they believed that an increased 
ogee for printing would follow a lowering of 
the cost.

NENAGH MURDER.

AGED MAN’S STATEMENT TO 
JURY. 

On Monday afternoon a verdiet of wilful 
murder was returned at a Coroner's inquest at 
Ballywilliam, Nenagh, against persons unknown 
who shot a young man of the. farming class 
named Pairick Carroll, aged 28. 

The evidence went to show that the Carroll 
family's thatched house was set on fire at 1.30 | 
on Monday morning, and when the son Patrick 
went. outside a shot was fired at him, which 
entered his back, killing him on the spot.

IRELAND’S ECONOMIC CRISIS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I would like to draw your readers’ at- 
tention to the economic situation of the country, 
which has never been worse, and which promises 
to end in a complete economic breakdown, with 
its trail of unemployment and famine. This 
situation is of the gravest concern to Ireland 
and to her inhabitants; for it is evident that, 
without employment and with consequent loss 
of wages, famine ie close at hand. Agriculture 
is the most important industry in the Free 
State. On it depends the existence of the in- 
habitants of our towns, of our professional 
classes, of our work-people—in fact, of all our 
inhabitants—and, if that industry collapses, all 
trade in the country collapses with it. 

Dividing up land may seem to some an easy 
solution of unemployment, but is it? Most 
things used by our inhabitants must come from 
abroad. Of the wages paid the labourer by 
the farmer, ractically all le sent out of the 
country by the labourer, and it must be so. 

me countries grow some things; other 
countries can grow other things. The labourer 
must have tea, sugar, bread made of foreign 
flour, which is cheaper and better than ours. 
His clothes may be made in Ireland, but the 
wool is mostly foreign. Cotton will mot grow 
in Ireland, or silk either; lhnen, yes; but how 
much is grown and used in the Free State? 
Even bacon is imported cheaper than we pro- 
duce it. It is evident that the money to pay 
for all these things must come from somewhere, 
and unless the farmer can sell out of Ireland 
be cannot pay wages; for the labourer takes 
practically none of his produce. During the war, 
of course, very high prices for oats, wheat, 
barley, potatoes, hay, etc., made this possible. 

But the bottom has dropped out of this trade, 
and all that remains are cattle bred at a 
greatly reduced price, and anythirig may reduce 
their price stil] further. If so, what is to 
happen ? People talk of Ireland’s supporting 
eight millions of people; but they lived on 

tatoes and buttermilk principally. Our 
abourers would not, and rightly so, live as they 
did, in mud hovels, always in a state of sem- 
starvation. They cannot eat clay; they must 
have money to support themselves and their 
families. Ireland produces few of the things 
they use. But Ireland must export goods to 
ae money to pay the labourers with, and un- 
ess somethirig is done Ireland will be full of 
things her invabitants cannot use, and which 
she cannot sell to provide things which they 
want and cap use. 

This is the problem, and | would ask your 
readers to consider how best to find a remedy. 
At the moment this question is more important 
than any political one. Men can. live without 

lities, but not without clothes and_ food. 

articularly I would ask the Labour leaders to 

consider it. In seeking high wages without 
finding the means of paying them they, can 
only find ruin and famine. It is “ up to the 
people of Ireland themselves now. They control 
their own destiny. Can they reproduce an 
ehonomically solvent Ireland? Most of the 
means suggested so far are dishonest, and, 
what is woree, useless, and will intensify instead 
of bettering the present state of things. 

It is impossible for the Irish or any Govern- 
ment to solve this problem insfanter. Time, 
work, and the best brains of the country are 
needed, andgeven so, there must be some Tara. 
ship entailed on all classes. I have my own 
ideas of the lines along which to roceed. But 
unless the country generally, an particularly 
Labour, recognise the fact, and devote their 
whole mind to this end, it would appear useless 
to discuss any plans.—Yours, ete., é

THE ELECTIONS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—On the last day of the last session of 
the Dail a significant and reactionary enactment 
was passed, apparently with unanimity and 
with practically no discussion. Nothing could 
more eloquently testify to the necessity for an 
alert and critical Labour group in the Dail than 
the meek acceptance of eo far-reathing a pro- 
position with such inadequate consideration 
and discussion. The gry report says 
that “on the motion of the Minister of the 
Local Government, Alderman Cosgraye, it was 
enacted that ‘No person being a wholetime 
official or employé of a local authority is eligible 
for election to or membership of any other 
local authority.’ ” 

The effect of this enactment, if.it is enforced, 
will be to deprive a very large number of 
citizens of the rights of citizenship, and to rob 
the organised workers of their representation 
on m local councils and boards. ‘This is a 
reactionary piece of legislation because if means 
that with any extension of public activity there 
is a corresponding limitation of the rights and 
privileges of the citizens. If, for instance, a 
municipal corporation decides to let out to a 
private contractor its cleansing department, or 
its road-making, the employés of the contractor 
would be quite free to seek election to any 
local council—even the contractor himself is 
free to seek election; but when a public au- 
thority, marching with the times, decides to 
undertakd its own public health services or 
rosd-making activities all persons employed in 
these operations will henceforth be deprived 
of some of their citizenship rights. It is a 
very short step from this enactment to a 
further enactment which would take away from 
the employé of a Government department the 
right to seek election to a public council. 

f the railway system in Ireland were 
nationalised, the employés would become forma! 
public servants. The teachers, by virtue of 
their receipt of State funds in payment for 
their services, also máy be considered ae public 
employés. It is again but a step from this 
present enactment to a further decree robbing 
them—tbe railway employés affi the teachers— 
of their right to participate in public affairs, 
or even to vote. 

This question is a very serious one. I know 
that much can be said in favour of some re- 
striction of the activities of a public servant in 
the affairs of the body under which he is en- 
gaged. On the other hand, enlightened demo- 
cratic thought of recent years has been strongly 
in the direction of giving workers in any

Such an enactment as was passed by Dail 
Eireann at the tail-end of the last session, after 
only about an hours discussion, proves the 
danger that exists to civic freedom in the

In the Chancery Division yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Pim, Mr. E. J. Little, who (in- 
structed by Messrs. O’Hagan and Son) appeared 
for the trustees of the will of the late Mrs. 
Eliza Matilda Lynch, of Warrenstown House, 
Co. Meath, mentioned the case of McSwiney v. 
the Attorney-General, for the purpose of fixing 
& date for the examination of Professor Drew, 
of the Model Farm, G evin, and Mr. Gal- 
lagher, of the Department of Agriculture, who 
are to give expert evidence in relation to 
certain points arising on the draft scheme pro- 
posed by the Salesian Fathers for an icul- 
tural and industria] institute to be established 
at Warrenstown, Dunsany, Co. Meath, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the will of the late 
Mrs. Lynch. A difficulty had arisen, counsel 
said, as Mr. James O'Connor, solicitor for the 
Provisional Government, was unable, in the 
absence in London of Mr. Hugh Kennedy, who 
was representing the Attorney-General, to agree 
to any definite date in the immediate future. 
The lands had been let by the trustees under 
the eleven months’ letting system from the 
Ist of November last year, and unless the 
scheme was approved before the Long Vacation 
fresh lettings of the lands would have to be 
made, 

Mr. Justice Pim said that the matter was 
urgent, and that the scheme would have to be 
disposed of before the Long Vacation. He 
directed that the matter should be re-entered 
for next Monday, and that the solicitor for the 
Provisional Government should be communi- 
cated with.

DUBLIN MAN’S PATENT. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, before 
the Master of the Rolls, in the case of Alexander 
Nicholson, of Dublin, v. the Carden Engineering 
Company, Ltd., ah application was made on 
behalf of the plaintiff for an order that the 
defendants, an English company, should furnish 
further and better particulars. The action was 
brought by the plaintiff for an injunction re- 
straining the defendants, the makers of the 
Carden light motor car, from infringing the 
plaintiff's patent, an improvement in the bodies 
of motor cars. The defendants, among other 
defences, pleaded that the plaintiff's patent 
had been anticipated by prior manufacture and 
useT of various types of motor car. The plaintiff 
sought further and better particulars of the 
objections to the validity of his patent.

ing the defendants to furnish descriptions of 
the cars referred to in their defence, Which 
they alleged had anticipated the plaintiff's 
patent; and he accepted the defendants’ under- 
taking to furnish further particulars in respect 
of other matters as soon as they themselves had 
obtained them. He reserved the question of 
costs.

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A SUCCESSFUL DEFENCE.

The action was 
to recover damages for personal injuries sus- 
tained by the plaintiff and for damage to her 
bicycle, owing to the negligence of the defend- 
ant, his servants, and agents in the care and 
management of a motor car. They had, said 
counsel, served upon the defendant notice to 
admit certain facts, but had obtained no reply. 
The interrogatories they wished to admunister 
were: (1) Was the driver of the motor car the 
servant of the defendant on the 26th April, 1921 
(the date of the accident); and (2) was he acting 
as such servant on the occasion mentioned ? 

Mr. Justice Dodd granted the application.

GROUPING SYSTEM. 


LIMERICK . PROPOSAL. 


—— 


When the Railway Commission resumed its 
at Leinster Honse, 
Dublin, under the chairmanship of Lord Justice 
O'Connor, the first witness ex@ d was Mr 
Jobn F. Power, of the erick Chamber af 
Commerce, who spoke in favour of the face: 
ing of railways. His body suggested the ollow- 
ing scheme :— i 

e Great Southern and Western Bar te 
absorb the Dublin and South-Eastern, the Cork, 
the Cork, Bandon, 
and South Coast, the k and Macroom, the 
Cork and Muskerry, the Schull and Skibbereen, 
the West Clare, the Tralee and Dingle lines, ete. . 

The Midland Great Western Railway to stand 
as at present. 

The Great Northern Railway to absorb the 
Midland (N.C.C.), the Sligo and Leitrim, the 
Cavan and Leitrim, the Belfast and Co. Down, 
the Clogher Valley, the Donegal, the London- 
derry and Lough Swilly, the Strabane and 
Letterkenny lines, etc. . 

The Limerick Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Power said, was against nationalisation, as 
State railways had not been a success in other 
countries. 

That system had been tried in France, and 
after some time the lines had been handed 
back on lease to private companies to work. In 
Prussia the extensions had been leased to com- 
panies to work, the Government-managed rail- 
ways being unsatisfactory. The State-owned 
railways of Australia had been badly managed, 
end had to be taken out of the control of the 
Government officials and placed under Commis- 
sioners brought from so 8 won The best 
development of railways had been produced in 
Great Britain and the United States under 
private ownership. 

He favoured the grouping system, as it would 
result in great economy in management. He 
eonsidered that the groups should under the 
supervision of a railway board to be appointed 
by the Government, consisting of three to five 
members, who would hold ce for a certain 
mwumber of years, to be eligible for reappoint- 
ment, and devote the whole of their time to 
their duties, appoint inspectors, etc. 

In reply to the Chairman, he agreed that it 
would be difficult, almost impossible, to replace 
the directors by other and better directors. 
Unification would mean a considerable saving in 
rolling-stock. 

The Limerick Harbour Commissioners and the 
community generally considered that the port 
should be aill with the railway system. 
The length of the proposed line would be about 
%i miles, at an approximate cost of £30,000, 
exclusive of rails, and he presumed that about 
100,000 tons of goods a year would pass over 
the line, which would also benefit the surround. 
ing counties. The sea-borne: traffic in Limerick 
had increased, which showed that the trade 
there was increasing. 


THE COMMISSIONERS. 


In reply to Mr. O'Dea, the witness said that 
the Commissioners to be appointed over the 
‘railways should be whole-time men, who would 
go about and see what should be done for 
development, etc. .They should also have cen- 
tral offices. The chairman should be a com- 
mercial man, and some of the other members 
railway men, who would advise.the chairman on 
railway matters. 

The volume of business that day in Limerick 
was better than it was 20 years ago. 

The witness added that there was no port in 
Ireland doing such a business as Limerick, which 
had no connection between the port and the 
railway. i 

The Chairman—It seems a great anomaly. 
It should be connected up even if it cost 
£100,000. 

Mr. O'Dea agreed. 

The witness said that the finances of the 
harbour had been steadily increasing since the 
war. 

Asked how much the city and port would be 
able to contribute annually to such a line, the 
witness said that they were at present handi- 
capped by high rates. He was sure that the 
port would be able to give a couple of thousand 
a year. 


CATTLE RATES. 


Mr. C. D. Crowley, Millstreet, Co. Cork, 
representing the Irish Cattle Trade Association, 
said that that body looked upon the high rates 
as a special hardship. Here and in Great 
Britain purchasers of store stock were crying 
out against the high prices of Irish cattle. 
Twenty per cent, of the value of Irish stock 
was eaten up in expenses. 

The home trade in Irish cattle had been 
practically wiped out by high rates, which 
tended to break up Irish faire. A wagon of 
feeding stores costing £106 sent from Skib- 
bereen to Dublin amounted to 214 16s. railway 
charges. Charges of tbis description had 
strangled the industry. 

Near Millstreet a new industry, employing 
63 men, had been virtually shut down owin 
to the raising of rates from 5s. ld. to 17s. 
That was the making of bores from native 
timber, but now timber from the Baltic was 
delivered in Cork at less than the carriage from 
Millstreet to Cork. A on of lime screenings 
costing £10 cost £6 4s. 6d. to rail from Askeaton 
to Millstreet, a distance of 62 miles. 

If the railways were to be of any benefit to 
the nation, rates must be drastically reduced. 

The witness also criticised the term ‘“ owner's’ 
risk,” and said that to prove liability against 
the railway it was necessary to prove wilful 
misconduct against its servants, which was al- 
most impossible. 


SUBSIDY SUGGESTED. 


Unification or amalgamation could only reduce 
expenses to a lnnited extent. Nationalisation 
was so expens. e an experiment that they would 
like to avoid it if possible, owing to the enor- 
mous responsibility that it would throw upon 
the nation. The general feeling of those he 
represented would be in favour of a State sub- 
idy for a limited period to enable the com- 

nies to cut their rates and assist in develop- 
ing trade. His Association recommended an 
advisory committee on which leading commercial 
interests should have representation. 

The cattle trade was in a serious condition. 
When they purchased stock they _ ‘all the 
expenses on the beast, and it was the pro:incer 
who paid the railway charges, and if the pro- 
ducer did not get fair treatment he wuld 
have to go out of business. 

Mr. O'Dea said that they had Mr. Leonard, 
of the Dublin cattle trade, giving evidence a 
short time ago, and he said that he was pre- 

ared to pay 50 per ce pre-war rates. 
bid the witness think that was a fair amount 
to be put on the pre-war rates. 

The witness eaid that he and the members of 
his association looked for a reduction from the 
pre-war rates. 

Mr. O'Dea said that that would be impossible. 
Mr. Smyth (G.S.W.R.) said that he went into 
the question of waggons with the Irish Cattle 
Trade Association, and discovered that out ot 
1,334 fairs there was a shortage at five, while 
at many of them there were more waggons and 
engines than were required. For the last six 
months fairs had been heavier than the cor- 
responding fairs of the last two years. That 
did not look like wiping out the cattle trade. 
The witness declared that that increase could 
be explained. He complained that there weré 
through rates from Collooney to Belfast and the 
Scottish ports, while there were none from other 
parts of the country. ! 
Mr. Smyth intimated that Mr. Neale was 
going to a great deal of trouble to give the 
Commission a full statement as regards through 
rates. 

The witness added that any representations 
made to the railway companies had always 
found them amenable to reason. Mr. Smyth 
was always very obliging and anxious to meet 
them. 

The Commission will sit again to-day.

LOBITOS OILFIELDS. 


The fourteenth annual meeting of Lobitos 
Oilfields, Ltd., was held yesterday at Winches- 
ter House, London, E.C., the Right Hon. Sir 
Archibald Williamson, Bart., M. presiding. 
The chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, said that the production 
of oil for the year 1921 was 103,755 tons, which 
was again an improvement on the preceding 
year. The gain from the steamers was 
£122,380, as against £4,003 in 1920, the increase 
mainly coming from a profitable charter of the 
“El Lobo.” The “ El OS0” was only in opera- 
tion in the last three months of the year, while 
“ El Grillo” only commenced operations at the 
end of 1921. All three were now chartered for 
periods extending beyond December 31, 1922, 
and this branch of the company’s income should 
be more than maintained. With regard to work 
on the field, eighteen new wells were put on 
the production list and four were abandoned, 
so that on December 31 there were 167 produc- 
ing wells, and fifteen were in process of drilling. 
The wells were not large producers, and many 
had a short life, but by prudent husbanding of 
their resources they had been able more than 
to keep pace with the depletion of the wells, 
and had established the special quality of 
Lobitos oil in a high place in the estimation of 
the market. Some day Colombia would be an 
immense oil-producing country. Shareholders 
would have bee agreeably surprised with the 
profit of the year, and he did not anticipate 
that they would revert to the low level of 
prose which ruled a few years ago. They were 
ooking forward with confidence to a con- 
tinuance of prosperity in the current year. The 
report and accounts were unanimously adopted, 
and the increase in the directors’ fees, of 
which notice had been given, was approved.
